sufficient circumstantial evidence to satisfy him of its presence in the harbor. Admiral Cervera was seen by one of the a 


scouting ships, headed for Santiago. 
This ship Kept close watch in the vicinity of Santiago until Schley arrived off the harbor. 


They reported that the enemy’s fleet had not been seen leaving, and it is an absolute fact that Cervera has not left 
since Schley went on guard there. 

While the evidence now before the Navy Department is not conclusive, yet it is of such an assuring nature that the of- 
ficials see no reason to doubt that they have Spain’s flying squadron imprisoned in the Cuban port. 

Capt. Goodrich, Commander of the St. Louis, which reported at New York this morning, was at the Navy Department 
this evening. He feels positive that the Spanish fleet is inside the harbor from what he learned before leaving Cuban 


waters.

“We depended a great deal for food on

“Our road was nothing gore than a path 
two or three feet wide, and we had a good 
deal of trouble getting through with our 
horses, We crossed a good many gtreams, 
and in.going down to the beds of these 


streams our horses would have to sit down 
and then slide, At night we would bring 
up near a stream and pitch our camp. We 
would string up our hammocks and then lie 
down to rest. 

“Of course the country contained squads 
of Spaniards, and we had to be very care- 
ful that roving bands did not capture us. 
As a@ general thing, however, the Cubans 
possessed the country and the Spaniards 
the towns. 

“The Cuban soldiers have a peculiar mode 
of living, and have great endurance. They 
show prompt obedience to officers, and 
at the same time there ts the closest fa- 
miliarity® between’ officers and men. The 
uniform is very primitive and is of linen. 
The officers rank is designated by a com-, 
bination of stars, some tnm’a horizontal! po- 
sition and others in a vertical position. 

“T think the insurgents are fine soidiers, 
They can make great and long marches 
and can readily adapt themselves to unex- 
pected positions where they can do great 
good. They appear to be very intelligent 
and trustworthy. 

“They lead a communistic sort of life. 
For example, if a man’s horse plays out 
on the road he has ful) authority~to take 
the next horse he finds, and turns his own 
horse loose for the next fellow coming 
along. No receipts are taken and there is 
no accounting. It is ‘everything—for the 
cause.’ All property is in common. |] was 
very much impressed with their intelligence, 
their patriotism and their hospitality, They 
are entirely different from Spaniards. 

“If they could be armed and put through 
elementary training, anything like our 
tropps, they would make the best soldiers in 
ihe world. I say this unreservedly and es- 
pecially of their endurance, knowledge of 
the country and their obedience. 

“They have very desirable qualities, <A 
Cuban insurgent will make a long march, 
go into camp, and although apparently 
worn out he will prepare an evening meal. 
He puts up his hammocks, cooks supper, 
goes into the forest, digs sweet potatoes for 
himself and his officers, builds a fire, roasts 
them and in fact is a general all around 
man besides being a soldier. 

‘His principal bill of fare is sweet pota- 
toes. In fact he subsists on these. It may 
take Him a couple of hours to collect enough 
for supper, but no matter. In the morning 
he is off again on the march. 

“The officers and men are very sociable 
and will ask one another for a match to 
light cigars, a thing beyond all precedent 
or practice in the United States Army. 

‘““‘We reached Gen, Garcia on the fifth 
day afier ianding. We found him a his 
army in the city of Bayamo, He impres:ed 
me very favorably. te is tall and weli 
formed and is unquestionably a fine soldier. 
Aithough speaking very little English he 
is quite intelligent and well informed on 
every subject. He had 2000 or 3000 men with 
him at Bayamo and some 8000 east of the 
Trocha, in Santiago de Cuba, 

“l regard Gen. Garcia as a great soldier, 
and he certaimuy seems to have the cause 
of Cuba at heart. His troops struck me as 
being the result of circumstances under 
which they were forced to right. Any other 
soldiers, American, English or German, liv- 
ing or lighting under the same conditions, 
striving tor liberty, would be just as the 
Cuban insurgents are to-day. For instance, 
they fighttin- ambush, strike at the head of 
the Spanish column, fire until their am- 
munition is all exhausted and then retire to 
another position until they get more am- 
munition. ‘hey are brave and have tne 
highest soldierly qualities. 

‘*The roads in Cuba are mere paths. They 
run mostly through tropical jungles. Tie 
weet and verdure varies in different locali- 
ties. 

“The interior condition of Cuba is that 
of a vast tropical waste. Black, smoking 
ruins mark the habitation of Cuba’s chil- 
dren. Driven from their homes to die in 
swamps and waste places, even here the 
spirit of liberty survives and shines as 
brightly as in any country under the sun, 
no matter in what age or clime. No won- 
der the island has the silence of the tomb 
and is a waste wilderness. Everything has 
been destroyed by the enemy possible out- 
side the town. 

“I was fortunate in not meeting a Span- 
ish soldier during my entire journey. We 
reached Gen. Garcia at noon on the fifth 
duy after landing at Portillo, and left the 
same day at 6 o’clock p. m. The General 
sent ten men along with me and three of- 
ficers of his army. As there Was not room 
in the boat to take us back we had to 
leave one of these, a doctor, behind. The 
other two were Brigadier-General Collazo 
and TAeutenant-Colonel Hernandez, 

‘We etarted away from Bayamo at 6 p. 
m. and rotie till 10:30, going as far as the 
Cauto River, where the Spaniards had just 
embarked for Manzanillo. We had resolved 
if we met any Spaniards to fight it out to

George R. Barclay,. chairman of the pro- 
gramme committee. 

Mr. Paul Coste was the first speaker. His 
subject was, “Commerce and the Law.’ 
In substance Mr. Coste said: 

“Refore applying myself to my theme, 
J wish to thank you for your kind invita- 
tion. I can think of no body of men pleas- 
anter for a luwyer to meet than the mem- 
bers of your association. 

‘“T would prefer to make my theme the 
business man and the lawyer, because I 
wish to speak of Individuals, the typical 
business man and the typical lawyer— 
what they should be. The true function of 
the law is to aid those who are directly 
engaged in the business of the world, 
meaning by that those who create, trans- 
,0rt or supply. It is our business in the 
nw to give these functions, and to aid them. 
The lawyer is a helper to the business man. 
If we forget this we lose sight of the best 
wecan be in this world. If a lawyer forgets 
this he gets into the rut, where he waits 
for opportunities to profit by the misfor- 
tunes of others. I don't speak for this ele- 
ment—these professional undertakers of 
commercial funerals. The lawyers of to- 
day should be business men, The day of 
the dry-as-dust lawyer Is done, 

“Now what are the relations between the 
lawyer and the business man? Modern 
business has grown to such magnitude that 
the greatest knowledge is needed by those 
who engage in it. Business hag been spe- 
cialized. You credit men are an outgrowth 
of this specialization tn business. The 
credit man is practically at the helm in 
modern business. His duty is to see that 
the profits on one hand are not eaten up by 
losses’ on the other, through tmprudent 
gsaics. The race of. creditors in a bank- 
ruptcy case results in the slaughter of a 
customer and amall dividends. The new 
way is the co-operation between creditors.’ 

Mr. F. EF. Marshall, cashier of the Con- 
tinental National Bank, was the next 

eaker. His subject was, “Credit from the 

ankers’ Standpoint.”” In part he said: 

“Hiow to pass on and make credit suc- 
without lose is a problem which 
always be solving. There is no 
infallible rule, Bankers make two loans, 
on collateral security and on § credit. 
PDemosthenes saya there are two kinds of 
property, money and credit, and the great- 
est se whe | is credit. The most important 
thing for a business man to establish ts 

credit. Credit Is money's equivalent, and 
when wisely used becomes powerful,”’

WASHINGTON, May 28.—It is conceded by the diplomatie necsnaisiiiil 
here of foreign Governments that there will be no interference between America and 
Spain. They scout the idea that the occupation of Porto Rico, the Philippines or 
Hawaii might lead to a concerted protest and action by the powers, ? 

It was said to-day by a representative of a European power that the exhibition 
of friendliness to this country by Great Britain was attracting attention, but that the 
foreign diplomats did not believe that an alliance was possible. He intimated that 
the sentiment of the proposed alliance is confined to the moneyed classes and that, 
the former Irish and German citizens are not in favor of an alliance, and would 
render an opposition sufficient to prevent it. The diplomat pointed out that Gere 
many was as friendly to the United States as Great Britain, but had not made dem- 
onstrations of this feeling. 

Respecting Austria, the diplomat said her position was along the same line as 
that of Germany. Being a member of the Dreibund they have like interests and 
policies on all foreign affairs. The only adverse sentiment in Austria came from 
court people, because of family relations with the court of Spain. 

Italy, it was said, was practically inthe same position as Austria, also being a 
member of the Dreibund and having a foreign policy similar to that of Germany. 

France is regarded as more deeply interested in the present war than any other 
nation, but thus far has remained merely an observer. She has repeatedly assured 
this country of her intention to be absolutely neutral, although the war has affected — 
her trade disastrously. Between April 1 and May 9 French exports to the Usiet ae 
States slumped off $7,000,000, while American exports to France dropped $5,200,000,

Appointment. 


Col. Nelson Cole of St. Louis was one of 
the three Brigadier-Generals of volunteers 
appointed by President McKinley yesterday. 

The formal notice of the appointment has 
not ‘been forwarded yet. It will arrive 
probably by to-morrow and Col. Cole will 
then send hig acceptance. After the ac- 
ceptance the appointment will be confirmed 
by the Senate and Gen, Cole will be for- 
warded his commission. 

He will then be ready to go whither the 
War Department may assign him. To carry 
out this order of affairs will require a few 
days, and it is not likely that the General 
will leave St. Louis before a week or 10 
days at the earliest. 

This much Gen, Cole told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter last evening when he announced 
that he would accept the President's ap- 
pointment. 

Gen. Cole has no idea to what division of 
the army he will be assigned. He is ready 
to go anywhere. The gray-bearded but 
spry old soldier would go to Cuba in a mo- 
ment, but he would prefer the Philippines.

ENGINEERS VOTE DOWN THE 
PROPOSITION TO CARE FOR 
DISABLED MEMBERS. 


Yesterday’s session of the Bro herhood of 
Locomotive Engineers was enlivened with 
a hotly contested election, followed by a 
epirited debate on the proposition to estab- 
lish a home for aged and disabled engin- 
eers on the organization’s property at 
Meadow Lawn, near Mattoon, II.

H. W. Walters of the St, Louis 
Terminal Railway Association developed 
Surprising strength, and ran a neck and 
neck race with J. D. Coilins of Atlanta, Ga, 
A two-thirds vote was necessary to elect 
and a poll of the sixth ballot showed Wait- 
ers and €ollins only a few votes apart. 
interest in the contest became exciting, and 
the high tension increased as the result 
of each ballot was announced. 

The Western and Northern delegates 
voted for Walters, ‘but the South and East 
Swung the tide in Collins’ favor and landed 
their man a winner on the eighth roll call, 

The proposed institution at Meadow 
Lawn occupied the eng'neers’ attention for 
two hours. In the event of the order erect- 
ing a building, representative officials of 
Mattoon gudrantee to extend the city 
water mains and electric light system to the 
new site, which would involve a yearly out- 
lay of $2000. Other inducements were aiso 
offered. 

After two hours of talk, the proposition 
was submitted for final decision and failed 
of passage by five votes.

A Battle Was Expected, the Marblehead 
Battered the Forts, but the Spanish 
Fleet Was ‘Not Found.

KINGSTON. Jamaica, May 28.—Your correspondent has been compelled to put 
in here in stress of storm on the dispatch boat Premier, and is enabled to cable ‘you 
this complete report of the movements of Commodore Schley’s Flying Squadron up 
to last Wednesday. 

Schley had with-him on Wednesday last the battleships Iowa, Massachusetts 
and Texas: the armored cruiser Brooklyn, the Commodore's flagshipe the cruiser 
Marblehead. the gunboat Castine, the torpedo boat Dupont, the torpedo-boat de- 
6troyers Vixen and Eagle. : 

For three days they watched the narrow entrance of Cienfuegos harbor, with 
every gun fully manned, believing that the enemy was inside. Lookouts could see the 
top masts of four ships that were in the harbor, and they lost no time in concluding 
that the enemy was in sight. A torpedo boat sneaked inside the harbor the first 
night to within a little more than half a mile of the ships. They decided these to be 
four cruisers of Cervera’s fleet. 

The Marblehead and Eagle returned from .a scouting expedition Tuesday last and 
announced that it had been learned from insurgents that the Spanish fleet was not 
inside Cienfuegos harbor. 

Then Schley gave orders to put to sea in a hurry. Some delay was occasioned 
by the necessity of several boats coaling from a collier, but in a reasonable time the 
squadron proceeded. 

Wednesday a storm came up and the Premier weathered it for a time, but was 
compelled to slow down, and finally put in here for coal, and so allow your corre- 
spondents to cable this report. \ 

SCHLEY EXERCISED CAUTION IN ALL MOVEMENTS. 

Schley’s fleet left Key West Thursday and arrived 60 miles off Cienfuegos Sat- 
urday night. It lay there all night, and on Sunday morning ran in about eight miles 
off the entrance of the harbor. The fortifications at the entrance had been de- 
etroyed by the Marblehead, when two of her boats’ crews were engaged in cutting 
cables a few days before. But there were great contact mines in the channel and the 
Commodore had to be cautious. 
~~ Sunday afternoon cannonading was.heard, and in the evening searchlights were 
seen to play over the harbor and town. Monday morning the British steamer Adula 
atrived from Jamaica. The Captain showed a permit from the State Department at 
Washington to pass the blockade and take off several hundred refugees under pro- 
tection of the British Consul. 

The Captain of the Adula reported to Commedore Schley that Friday night he 
had sighted seven ships in a bunch off Santiago, apparently bound for Cienfuegos. 
We here in Kingston had placed the Spanish fleet at Santiago, but the Captain of 


the Adula said that when he was there Saturday tiie Spanish fleet was not. 


The Adula was permitted to proceed on her mission of mercy. She was to 
have come out Tuesday morning, but up to the time the fleet sailed she had not 
been seen. ; 

The failure of the Adula to come out, as her Captain had promised, would look 
suspicious, but information that the Marblehead and Eagle brought toward sun- 
down, convinced the Commodore that the Spanish fleet was not inside Cienfuegos. 

ALARMED BY AN INLAND BATTLE. 

About an-hour after the arrival of the fleet off the harbor Sunday the first shots 

were heard ashore. They seemed to be approaching the entrance of the harbor. 

© Instantly the signal to clear our ships for action was run up by the flagship. 
Then all the movable stuff went overboard. On the Texas even the ice chest went 
into the sea. Bugle calls and the beating of drums were heard from one to the other, 
There was not a conning tower captain in the outfit. Every man, from the Commo- 
dore down, went on the bridge to fight his ship. Next came the command, “Silence!” 

A little later came, “Cast loose and provide!” __ 

Every gun was manned. The guns were swung loose. Fresh ammunition was 
at hand. All the guns that could be brought to bear were pointed at the mouth of 
the harbor. ! 

Then came a wait. Five, 10, 15 minutes passed. There was a signal on the flag- 
ship and torpedo boat came around from behind the other ships, where she had 
been hiding. She dashed up to the entrance, then away, and back and away again. 
Firing was still heard inland, but she could not get sight of the enemy. 

For half an hour the ships stood ready to pulverize anything that appeared. 

When “return from quarters” was sounded some of the gunners were ready to 
cry from disappointment. | 

Some time afterward two Cubans came from the westward in a small boat and 
reported that there had been an engagement inland between the Cuban and Spanish 
forces. The Spaniards were forced to retire to the city. The Cubans said the Spanish 
had lost 300 killed. 

They also said that there were 1200 Spanish troops in the city, well supplied with 
arms and ammunition, and that the entrance to the harbor was a narrow passage, 
seven miles long, and well mined. 

DESPERATE DEFENSE IS INTENDED. 

There were schooners inside that the Spaniards intended to sink in the channel 
in case of attack. : 

These Cubans had not been in the city for some days, and knew nothing about 
the fleet supposed to be hiding there. 

That night the Dupont felt her way a long distance over the field of mines in 
the harbor entrance, clear up'to the fort, but could go no further, without taking 
tremen4o4s chances of discovery. She stayed in the entrance half an hour. It was 
too dark to sce things clearly, but she got a good outline of the surroundings. 

After that, Sunday, Commodore Schley’s ships moved up closer to the shore 
and formed a crescent about the entrance. 

The torpedo boat stayed inside the crescent, patrolling close in shore. Every 
man, on every ship, including the Chaplains, was on watch. 

: Everybody was so on edge that in the gray dawn the lowa narrowly missed 
being fired on when she arrivedefrom’ Key West. She was not identified quickly in 
the haze. There was a second ¢all to quarters and the order to prepare for imme- 
diate action. : 

The preparations this time consisted merely of the men jumping up to the guns, 
beside which they were lying. The signals of the Iowa were made out before any 
damage was done. : ; 
» Later Monday the Hawk arrived with dispatches from Key West, and the 
latest news there, to the effect that Cervera was at Santiago. Commodore Schley 
bent the Scorpicn oft to Santiago to scout about. 
| The night passed like Sunday night. At 6 o'clock Tuesday morning three ships 
‘were sighted co'ning from the south. Quick as a flash, again went the order, “Clear 

for action! 

: Then nine shots were counted. That is a Commodore's salute. With a sigh of 
disappointment, Schley answered from the flagship with seven guns and instantly 
issued orders, “No more firing salutes.” 

The approaching ships were the+Marblehead, the Vixen and the Eagle. The 
Marblehead and Eagle had been on a scouting trip and a little while after their re- 
turn the news went forth that the Cienfuegos blockade had been in vain—the enemy 
was not there. 

A little after sunset Tuesday, as early as the ships could be coaled, the Flying 
Squadron started in the direction of Santiago de Cuba 

Cervera may still be there, but if his only intention was to land supplies and coal 
‘he has had time enough to be out in the middle of the Atlantic, or—anywhere 

Schley could not possibly have reached Santiago de Cuba before last night and 
probably will not arrive there before late to-night. 

There is still a question as to whether the information the Marblehead obtained 
is reliable. As previously stated, it was given by friendly Cubans. but might not 
they have been the enemy's emissarics, sent out for the purpose of sending our ships 
on enother wild goose chase? 

The news that the enemy's fleet was probably at Santiago hid come by this time 
and the squadron was under way as soon as coaling was completed. 

Nething has been heard here from either the fleet or Sanciazo since the Premier 
parted company with Schley Wednesday. He may have arrived at Santiago Thurs. 
day, if the .“orm was not too severe.

Whatever meagerness there was in the ly- 
ing in state there was none whatever about 
the funeral. In every respect that cere- 
mony was impressive, lofty, dignified. This 
was fitting to the funeral of one who after 
all was essentially a civilian. ‘TItere weile 
no nodding plumes nor a mighty procession, 
for the coffin was carried on a simple 
funeral cariage and the distance between 
Westminster Hall and Westm.nster Abbey 
is but a few steps. 

But the peopie, as at the lying-.n state, 
were an impressive, wistiul signt, Juvery 
spot on which the eye lit swarmed wich hu- 
man beings. They peeped at you from winh- 
dows of hospitals and trom rools of houses, 
Everybody nearly was dressed in black, and 
there was the same unbroken somberness 
of demeanor which has been characteristic 
the last few days. Indeed there was some- 
thing positively thrilling in the ynbroken 
silence of this vast multitude, which added 
immensely to one’s sense of the Magnitude 
and solemnity of the occasion. 

The procession of members of Parliament 
formed in the House of Commons as carly 
as 9:30. The chamber presented the ap- 
pearance ‘at once curious ang impressive. 
There must have been 400 members present, 
and considering tWat the holidays have 
already begun this was a marvelots muster.

GOT HIMSELF APPOINTED. 

At the same time the boy wrote a letter 
to Congressman Henry W. Hoffmann, who 
represented the Frederick district at Wash- 
ington. Hoffmann was a friend of oe 
Schley’s father and was well acquainte 
with the embryo hero. In .the letter 
“Scotty’’ Schley set forth with more force 
than rhetoric that he wanted to go to 
Annapolis, and that his family would not 
give him any help, and wouldn’t Mr. Hoff- 
mann please do something for him. 

Mr. Hoffmann would and did. He got him 
his cadetship at Annapolis, and young 
Schley entered at: the unusually early age 
of 15 years. At Annapolts he was not ad- 
dicted to burning the midnight oil to any 
extent. Like Grant, he graduated near the 
bottom of his class. 

The first interesting event after Schley’s 
graduation in 1860 was his taking his oath 
of allegiange to the Union after the Civil 
War broke out. He was aboard the frigate 
Niagara at the time, the ship being com- 
manded by a hardy old New England skip- 
per. The frigate was on her way from 
China, and there was much anxiety in the 
hearts of all on board about the latest 
news. Officers and men were both divided 
in their sympathy with the North and the 
South. Men and officers held their breath 
as the pilot came up the side and was 
hailed with 

“Well, pilot. what’s the news?’ 

“Sumter’s fired on and the country’s gone 
to pieces,’’ the pilot replied. 

It was a pathetic scene, and there were 
few dry eyes aboard the frigate. The 
weather-beaten old skipper ordered afl sail 
and told the pilot to lay his course for Bos- 
ton. Then he glanced at the flag, raised 
his cap-in ealute and said to the officers 
about him: 

SCHLEY STOOD BY THE FLAG. 

“The flag’s servant, and yours, gentle- 
men.’’ With bowed head he went to his 
cabin. Next day he made a touching ap- 
peal to the men to remain true to their 
flag, and then told each to go to his quar- 
ters and think the matter over. Young 
Schley withdrew with the others, thought 
the matter over for himself, and signed 
his name on the list of those who intended 
to remain true to the Union. 

At the same time that the Commodore 
renewed his oath of allegiance to the Stars 
and Stripes his brother Tench was enlisting 
in the Confederate army. 

Both brothers, despite the difference in 
their political opinions, had one bond in 
common—their little sister, Nellie, the 
youngest of the family.

“As for me,’’ Tench used to reply, “I 
Kept aiming at a big nose during the entire 
engagement. I ought tO have recognized 
your nose, Scotty, but I didn’t.’’ 

WOULDN'T STOP FIGHTING. 

One of the characteristic stories aboué 
Schley that is remembered to this day by 
+e few surviving eye-witnesses is as fol- 
Ows: 

During the civil war Schley had com- 
mand of a gunboat under Farragut. One 
day the Admiral summoned young Schley, 
and pointing to a confederate fort, said: 

“Do you see that place, Schley? Go knock 
it to pleces.”’ 

Schley went and was hammering the fort 
to bits when his quartermaster rushed 
up to him and said: 

“Captain, the Admiral has signaled us to 
— and return to the fleet.” 

‘To —— with the signal! I won’t see it,"’ 
answered Schley. 

He kept pousaing away at the fort until 
it was in ruins. hen he returned to the 
fleet. Farragut was angry, and summoned 
him. Before all the officers of the flagship 
he gave Schley a fierce dressing for not 
obeying the recall signal. 


“IT didn’t see it,” prothated Schley. 

You must have shut the eye that you 
put the glass to,” said Farragut. 

After again taking him fore and aft for 
his disobedience the Admiral took him into 
the cabin, out of sight of the other officers, 
and gave him a drink of the finest diquor 
aboard. 

“D—— it, Schley,”’ said the Admiral, giv- 
ing him a slap on the shoulder, “that’s the 
way to fight.’’ 

Another good Schley story relates to his 
very carly days in the navy. After being 
detached from the Niagara, he was as- 
signed to the Owosco as executive officer. 
Her ‘commander was a chat es | devotee 
of the flowing bowl, and periodically had to 
retire to the seclusion of his cabin, where 
he would remain a week at atime. The 
Owosco was stationed off Mobile Bay and 
was one of a small squadren of which Capt. 
James Alden, of the Richmond, was senior 
officer. 

MADE HIMSELF CAPTAIN. 

Alden was notified one morning that the 
gig of the Owosco was approaching with 
the Captain's pennant flying. Arraying 
himself in full military dress, Capt. Alden 

repared to receive his guest. hen the 
Swosco's gig came alongside, the man who 
ran up the rope ladder was Lieut. Schley. 

“Tl expected to see the Captain of the 
Owosco,” said Alden with considerable 
hauteur, 

“tT am the Commander of the Owosco, 
sir,”’ responded te i i 

“Since when, may I ask? 

“An hour ago, sir.’ : 

“Where is your captain?’ 

“Locked up in the cabin, sir, I think. 

“Who locked him in?” 

“Tl did. I first put him under arrest and 
then shut him up in the cabin. Then 
took command of the ship, and here I am 
to report for orders.” 

The Captain of the Richmond, while he 
appreciated the ludicrous side of the af- 
fair and was inclined to hugh, said as 
sternly as ssible: 

‘The first order I'll give you !s to lower 
the pennant in that gig, go back to your 
ship, sir, unlock the cabin door and restore 
“apt. —— to duty. en report to me in 
writing if the Captain's illness incapaci- 
tates him, and I will know what to do. 
Don’t be in too great a hurry to get com- 
mand of a ship, Mr. Schiey.” 

But, nevertheless, Schley was Captain 
bedore long and Alden helped him to the 
rank.

Dear Governor Stephens—After expressing to you 
my personal best wisles for your health and pros- 
perity, I desire in a very respectful way, to in- 
vite your attention to a matter in the depart- 
ment of police at St. Louis which has long ex- 
ercised the negro men of that city.

THE BEARS SEEM AT LAST TO BE 
IN CONTROL AFTZIR THE 
MAY WHEAT DEAL. 


NEW CROP PROMISES WELL. 


Reports of a Big Yield All Over the 
World and Prices Will Set- 
tle Down. 


The flood of bearish news which has been 
coming for some time has at last begun to 
have its effeot, and the bears now appear to 
be in control of the grain markets, although 
the possibilitiey of a general European war 
and the ight supplies abroad have caused 
spasmodic spells of buying and made the 
fluctuations both rapid and wide. 

Wheat crop prospects continue to improve 
from day to day, both in this country and 
Europe, and the foreign markets appear to 
have grown weary of being influenced by 
war phantoma, and are beginning to pay 
more attention to legitimate conditions. 

Harvesting has already begun in some 
parts of this country, and some new wheat 
has already arrived at this market. The 
French wheat crop will be ready for cutting 
in 30 days, and according to the official és- 
timates of that country there will not only 
be enough wheat raised for their own re- 
quirements, but France will actually Rave 
some wheat to spare for export. 

The world’s visible supply of wheat 
showed a heavy increase for the week, 
which is a very unusual occurrence at this 
time of the year, and the world’s shipments 
were remarkably heavy, primary receipts 
continue’ phenomenally large and notwith- 
standing the heavy exports for the past 
season; the visible supply of wheat in this 
country {s only a little over 5,000,000 bushels 
less than it was a year ago. 

It is claimed that India will have an ex- 
ee surplus of 50,000,000 bushels, and 

erbohm says that the weekly shipments 
from that cou el during May, June apd 
July will exceéd 1,600,000 bushels. 
The Russian shipments of wheat 
for the week were enormous, and may be 
taken as a fair indication tyat a good 
crop of wheat is expected in that country, 
and this is further esmphas! by the 
fact that there are no bad crop reports 
from Russia. » 
Argentine continues to ship large quanti- 
ties of wheat, and the quality is said to 
be better than usual this season. Eu- 
ropean buyers are now convinced that, 
without some unusual occurrence, there 
will be plenty of wheat to carry them 
through until the new crop becomes avail- 
able, and in addition to all of this bear- 
ish news the volume of trading was ex- 
tremely light. 

The short interest is comparatively light, 
as the most of the traders were long 
wheat and the character of the market 
was such as to discourage short selling. 

The now famous “May deal’’ which was 
acknowledged to be responsible for the 
abnormally high prices, had but a few 
days to run, apd traders were inclined to 
wait until it was settled before venturing 
far from cover. During the latter part of 
the week, however, the bulls were tame 
and there were bears aplenty, and prices 
declined ww tty! 

On Saturday July wheat was offered down 
to 9l4c, Ac down from the high point of 
the season, but clozed at 92c. September 
wheat sold down to 8c and closed at 80%c. 

Cash wheat sold at May price, $1.15, but 
all markets were dull and slow. 


The local cash demand has become very 
slow and prices show a theavy decline. 
Millers are not now in the market and of- 
ferings are hard to dispose of. The buy- 
ing has been mostly for shipment to Chi- 
cag to fill May contracts and now that 
the time is so short purchasers have be- 
come very exacting. The greatest decline 
is noticeabkie in the lower grades, which, on 
account of there being no time to clean and 
mix them into contract grades in time for 
May delivery, are no longer wanted. 

The demand for flour has fallen off and 
purchases are being made on the hand to 
mouth plan, as dealers are unwilling to 
lay in stocks at the prerent prices. 

The market in corn has aleo been weak 
and ee Export clearances continue 
heavy, and the visible supply is decreasing 
rapidly, but the Argentine crop proves to 
be much better than was expected, the for- 
eign demand is falling off, the local cash 
demand is slow and the shipping demand is 
lesa urgent. Several of the large glucose 
factories have shut down for the present, 
and, owing to the war tax, the demand for 
distillery purposes is not so good as it has 
been. Loca] receipts continue ‘heavy, and 
receipts at primary points are running un- 
usually large. 

In addition to this it is getting so late fn 
the season that farmers who have large 
stocks on hand are anxious to sell in order 
to make room for the new crop, and 60 
much trouble was experienced last. year 
with hot corn by both shippers and elevator 
men that no one appears anxious to carry 
corn through the hot season, 

Crop news has been rather bullish, as the 
wet weather has delayed the planting, and 
in many places replanting was necessary. 

Oats have also suffered a heavy decline 
in both cash and futures, and the market 
is in a very unsatisfactory condition. The 
local receipts continue heavy, and the cash 
demand is unusually slow. Shippers are in- 
different and the feeding demand is light. 
Offerings are liberal, and there is more 
pressure to sell than for some time. Spec- 
ulation very light. 


With the May deal out of the way, for- 
eigners reselling their recent purchases, an 
increasing visible supply, and new wheat 
beginning to move, a heavy decline may be 
looked for from now on until the beginning 
of the new crop season. 

The average decline in the price of cash 
wheat during the first half of June for a 
number of years has been over 5 cents, but 
as present prices are abnormally high a 
heavier decline may be reasonably ex- 


pected,

| He flung down a well-filled wallet and 
went off to his room upstairs. 

Kern's saloon is on the Manchester roed, 
which highway serves as the single street 
for ‘the hamlet of Ballwin. Houses are 
seattered along -either side.of the street 
for a quarter of a mile. , 

The Kern homestead is a two-story 
frame. house,. with eight or 10 rooms, be- 
sides the saloon room in front. It is sur- 
rounded by a pretty: garden, with beauti- 
ful flowers and plants. Honeysuckiles and 
risteria vines clamber up the side of the 
house. The dark green foliage and en- 
trancing blue blossoms of the latter al- 
most hide Kern’s window on the east side, 

Two sons, Romeo, aged 18, and Anton, Jr., 
aged 14, and the only daughter, Josephine, 
a pretty miss of 18, lived with the oid 
folks. 

Emile, a married son, aged 30, lives a few 
yards west, where he keeps a grocery storé. 

During the first night of Kern's fast his 
family did nothing. Next morning when 
they entered his room he was lying in bed, 
wide-awake, looking at the wall.’ 

His wife asked him how he felt and 
whether he wanted anything or not. 

“Let me aloné,”’ was the sole reply. 

This trio of words was the burden of his 
talk for the rest of Kern’s life. He rareiy 
said more, usually sqoke not at all and 
never said anything save in reply to direct 
questions. 

When he took to bed he weighed in the 
neighborhood of 170 pounds and, it is said, 
was in no poorer health than he had been 
for two years previous. 

Day followed day until a week had passed 
without a morsel having passed Kern's 
lips. His usually ruddy countenance took 
o1 a sallow hue and deep furrows made 
their appearance about his mouth and eyes.

He declined to see the priest, called a 
week before his death, thinking the holy 
man had merely come to dissuade him 
from his purpose, and when Kern’s death 
approached, it carried him off before he 
could expres a desire for the last rites of 
Catholicisen.. 

A Protestant divine will perform § the 
funeral services and Kern will be buried 
im a little lodge cemetery on the hiliside, 
off the road at Manchester, two miles 
from his home. 

The man’s strongest characteristic, ac- 
cording to those who hed associated with 
him daily during the 20 years he lived at 
Ballwin, was obstinacy. 

It is said of him that this trait far over- 
@hadowed the many good features in his 
composition. It was acknowledged the 
country round that when Anton Kern 
brought down his fist on the counter of his 
ealoon and said that he would do a cer. 
tain thing, the doing of It was as certain as 
the rising of the morrow’s sun. 

Thus it was that when he shouted to his 
horrified relatives, on the afternoon of 
April 2, that he would never eat again, 
they only fell on thelr knees and wept. 
They cried against the fate which they 
knew would surely rob them of a loved one, 
a father, husband and protector. . 

It wae useless to remonstrate, they 
thought, and so they only grieved and 
hoped that the physical pain entalled by 
the vow would break the will they had 
never known to bend.

Every art known to the love of a wile 
or daughter was used to soften his heart 
and move him from his purpose.

‘“‘Let me alone,”’ was all he would say. 

Hig many friends were taken to his bed- 
side, one by one, to try what influence 
they might have. It was with them as 
with the family. He covered his head and 
mumbled: 

“Let me alone.’”’ 

That he was losing flesh soon became ap- 
parent. He drank water sparingly and only 
at long intervals. 

It was finally decided, at the end of two 
weeks to summon a physician. The family 
doctor, August Meisch of Manchester, ac- 
cordingly called. 

Kern knew him, but refused to talk to 
him. The physician had treated him at 
various times for catarrh of the stomach. 

Food, not medicine, was needed then, 
and Dr. Meisch endeavored to persuade 
his old friend and patient to take a little 
liquid nourishment. 

Kern would have none of it and the doc- 
tor left a prescription. When the family 
smuggled some of the medicine into Kern's 
drinking water the detected it immediateiy 
and would not even drink water for days 
after that. 

Dr. Meisch made his first cail April 18. 
He visited Kern’s bedside almost daily af- 
ter that. The medical man was puzzled 
over the case. 

Kern was losing weight each day, but his 
vitality seemed as strong as ever. His 
mind was perfectly healthy. He knew every 
person who called and detected at its out- 
set any effort to persuade him to eat. 

At times he seemed to suffer the most 
excrutiating pains. His face would become 
set and hard and his eyes take on a glare 
like that of insanity. 

He would double his body up and claw 
at his stomach with his emaciated fingers 
until the long, razor-like nails cut into the 
flesh and brought the blood. 

During the third week of the fast Kern 
suffered most. There was not a day passed 
without one of those awful sieges of hunger 
which it seemed no man could withstand. 
They would leave him weakened and cov- 
ered with icy perspiration. But not once 
did he utter a complaint and only his eyes 
told, after each occurrence, how he had 
hoped it would be the last, and end his lite 
with his will power victorious. 

After the third week the starving man ap- 
parently suffered littie. Forgetfulness came 
to his aid and he would lie for long periods 
in a state of coma, seeing nothing and 
hearing nothing. 

For two weeks he alternated between 
life and death. He would remain uncon- 
scious for a time and then revive, as 
strong in mind as ever. 

Water was all he asked for or would 
have. 

Dr. Meisch had consulted a number of 
brother physicians, but none could suggest 
& course that might turn Kern from sui- 
cide. 

Dr. J. W.. Thompson of the St. Louis 
City Hospital staff was called into consul- 
tation and went to see Kern with Dr. 
Meisch. This was at the end of the 42 
days’ fasting for Kern, and he had eclipsed 
all previous cecords of the kind. 

The two doctors decided to force food i[n- 
to the starving man’s stomach, They be- 
gan to press a rubber tube down his 
mouth.

When he saw that he was overpowered 
he shrieked like a wild man and the family 
induced the physicians to desist.

Early last week the family sent for 
Father Lempke. Kern was told that his 
pastor wished to see him. Kern understood, 
but would not allow the holy man to be 
admitted, saying: 

‘Nobody can make me eat.” 

A day or two later Father Lempke called 
again and again. Kern declined to see 
him. 

The long siege without sustenance had all 
but killed him by last Tuesday. His body 
was so light that the daughter, Josephine, 
who is ‘a slender, unathletic girl, could 
pick him up and carry him. His bones 
showed beneath the skin and the veins in 
his hands and arms, dark almost to a dead 
black, protruded like ropes, seemingly al- 
wavs on the point of bursting. 

His hands were like bird-claws and he 
was entirely colorless except for the veins. 

During the fast he had grown a beard, 
dark brown, thick and stubby, which ac- 
centuated the ghostly appearance of his 
face. 

Thursday night he became unconscious. 
Josephine remained at his side all night. 

Friday morning he rallied and opened his 
eyes, but soon sank again. He continued 
to breathe until] 5 o'clock, when he passed 
from unconsciousness to death in his 
daughter’s arms. 

“IT cannot understand the case of old 
man Kern,” said Dr. Meisch to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. ‘“‘He fasted absolutely 
for 45 days, and in the 11 days after that 
he did not take enough nourishment into 
his body to sustain a babe. 

“He had long. been troubled with a stom- 
ach ailment, and whether that led him 
to want to starve or not I do not know. 
He was a good Catholic, and suicides, as 
you know, are denied the right of burial 
in consecrated ground. 

“Tt is certain that he could not be coaxed 
or driven to eat, although he was per- 
fectly sane until his death. 

“At one time I went to extreme measures 
in an endeavor to save him. 

‘“ ‘anton,’ 1 said, ‘you are a big foo) for 
wanting to~commit suicide. Maybe your 
wife wants you to die. How do you 
know?’ I thought that ruse would have 
some effect on him, but he only snorted: 
‘Let me alone’ 

Anton Kern lived in St. Louts prior to his 
residence at Ballwin. He came here when 
a boy from Blenheim, Bavaria, and for 18 
years conducted a barber shop on Vine 
street, near the Levee. 

In 1876 he moved to Ballwin. His wife is 
a sister of ex-Sheriff Dosenbach of Clayton 
and they have been married 33 years.

Seriously Hurt. 


Miss Annie Allen, 20 years old, daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. P. G. Allen of Clifton 
Heights, is hovering between life and death 
as the result of a bicycle accident at O’Fal- 
lon Park Friday night. 

Her skull is fractured and it is believed 
she sustained serious internal injuries. Dr. 
F. D. Wright is in constant attendance up- 
on the injured woman, who is at the home 
of her friend, Mrs. Mary Brown, 2106 Obear 
avenue. The doctor courteously deciined 
to discuss the case, but intimated that Miss 
Allen’s recovery is doubtful. ' 

Friday evening Miss Allen visited her 


boon companion, Miss Brown, and together 
they took a spin on their wheels to O'Fal- 
lon Park. The park was poorly lighted 
_ the roadways were crowded with cy- 
clists. 

The young women laughed and chatted 
galy as they sped along, wholly unconscious 
of danger. As they rounded a dark curve 
they could see in the distance the dim out- 
line of two bicycles. Miss Allen slackened 
her speed and started for the opposite side 
of the rvad. Ags she did so the approach- 
ing wheelmen bore down upon her machine, 
and crashed against it with terrific force, 
hurling the rider several feet in the air. 
She fell heavily to the ground and was 
picked up for dead. 

Neither of the men was hurt by the col- 
lision. They carried Miss Allen to a bench, 
where she lay unconscious, without medi- 
cal attendance for two hours. Thoroughly 
frightened the two young men gave them- 
selves up at the park police gtation, where 
they were released shortly afterward, al- 
though the victim of their alleged reck- 
lessness was in a dying condition. The 
police, it is claimed, subsequently saw their 
mistake and deliberately ne in- 
formation of the accident. fter much 
tardiness they summoned an abmulance 
and removed the injured girl to Miss 
Brown's residence.

William G/ Millford, proprietor of the res- 
taurant on Sixth street which bears his 
name, had an exciting time about 7 o’clock 
Saturday night, as did Miss Josephine 
Moses, the cashier of the place, as well as 
several ladies and gentlemen who were din- 
ing in the restaurant at that time. 

The cause of the excitement was Edward 
Matthews, an oyster cook, who was loaded 
with morphine and a bulldog revolver. 

The ‘“‘dope’’ was in the oyster execution- 
er’s brain, and the revolver in his hand, 
The mugzzie of the weapon was on a hori- 


zontal line with Mr. Millford’s optics and 
seemed to have the diameter of a washtub 
from the restaurauteur’s point of observa- 
tion, about two feet distant. 

Miss Moses screamed and fled from the 
counter-walled space near the entrance, 
where ghe.and Mr. Milford were when the 
man with the gun appeared. 

The lady’s scream attracted the, atten- 
tion of the diners, and the sight of the 
weapon caused a rush to the rear end of 
the restaurant. ; 

Matthews had resigned from Milford's 
employ at 1 o’clock in the afternoon. It 
had been discovered that he was a user 
of morphine and the finding of a bottle of 
the drug in Matthews department at the 
coenerareaes had precipitated his resigna- 
tion. 

When h@ walked ‘.* to the counter he 
told Mr. Milford that he wanted to talk to 
him. His former employer discovered 
ere condition and asked him to 
eave. 

instead the cook fished out his pistol and 
threw it down to the astonishment of Mr. 
Milford. 

During the confusion that followed Mil- 
ford sought and gained a reprieve in parley. 
Matthews kept him cornered for a full 
minute. 

Meanwhile every guest in the place had 
disappeared and white aproned attaches of 
the restaurant were fiying hither and 
thither in search of a policeman. 

Much to Milford’s comfort and peace of 
mind his ex-cook decided (after speaking 
some thoughts that he had in his misd 
that he would not do murder, but iInstea 
would egommit suicide. 

Accordingly he pocketed his weapon and 
left the place, saying thet he was going to 
his room, at. 1601 Ojllve street, to put into 
execution his new plan of campaign against 
human life. 

The officer, who arrived after all the 
trouble was over, was given the iculars. 
He went to Matthews’ room and found the 
latter deathly eick, and apparently under 
the influence of some drug. 

At the Dispensary Matthews told Dr. 
Voerster that he hed taken two grains of 
strychnine. 

e doctor could not tell from the symp- 
toms what the man had swallowed. An an- 
tidote for strychnine was administered and 
Matthews was sent to the City Hospital.

neer of the form'dable ram Katahdin, 

the only véssel of her kind in the United 

®tates Navy. She is now at Provincetown, 
Mass., on Cape Cod. Her duty is to help 
protect the New England coast from inva- 
gion—to am holes in the sides of hostile 
fronclads, And she is expected to do this 
just as easily as the big rams of Civil War 

times disposed of ships with wooden hulls. 

Lieut. Bieg, who was born in St. Lou's, 
was appointed by competitive examination 
@s a cadet to the Naval Academy at Annap- 
Olis in 1874. 

He was the first officer to represent Mis- 
aouri in the Engineering Department of the 
United States Navy. 

He was graduated in 1878. He became 
en Assistant’ Engineer in 1889 and a Passed 
Assistant Engineer ten years later. 

He ranks as Lieutenant. 

His last crulse was on the gunboat 
Charleston, which took part in the naval 
demonstration made by Admiral Benham 
against the rebels off Rio Janeiro in 1893, 
during the revolution in Brazil. 

Later he served on the coast defense ves- 
gel Monterey. 

Befgre war was declared he was ordered 
to his present duty as chief engineer of the 
ram Kathadin. 

On a ram everything depends on the en- 
gineer. The fate of the men and the vessel 
Festa with him. The battle is in his hands. 

The position of the chief engineer of a 
ram in battle is both trying and hazardous, 

He is shut in from the outside world, 
Buried*in a massive iron hull, 15 feet under 
water, he cannot even see the sky. 

The only knowledge he has of the battle 
raging above him is signaled to him by 
the captain from the conning tower. 

He hears the mighty crash of bursting 
shells and feels the terrible impact against 
the steel huil, but that is all, 

Whether the enemy flies or his country’s 
arms are victorious he knows not. 

When the order comes the puts the mag- 
nificent machinery of his vessel in motion 
and charges with all his might upon the 
ghips of his country’s foes. 

When the ram’s steel prow strikes the

terrific shock, but remains in ignorance of 


the damage he has been able to inflict until] 
the eaptain signals the news from above 


and gives him orders to advance again or 
retreat. 

He is like a man fighting in the dark, 
gave that he knows his own strength and 
the weakness of the enemy from deep study 
and careful observation. 

Like a soldier, he fights by order, but his 
deeds are more effective than those of a 
thousand armed men. 

He knows exactly how, when and where 
to strike to the best advantage.

But his own life is in continual peril. The 
shock of the impact against another vessel 
may kill him. 

Think of ramming the prow of the Katah- 
din against the ‘hull of an ironclad with 
sufficient force to crack her hull and sink 
her! 

It were like hurling 10,060 tons of steel 
by superhuman power against the side of 
an Egyptian pyramid. 

That any human being could withstand 
such a shock seems impossible. 

It looks as though the delicately adjusted 
machinery would be rent into myriads of 
fragments. 

These are some of the 4ifficuities and 
dangers Lieut. Bieg will be called upon to 
undergo when the Katahdin is summoned 
into battle. 

He must needs be brave. But he must 
also be a student and a master of mech- 
anism. He must be on as familiar 
terms with the two great propelling engines 
of the ram as a mother is with her children. 

But there are other Missourlans connected 
with the navy as engineer officers. 

Passed Assistant Engineer G. A. Salis- 
bury, who entered the Naval Academy in 
1874, is now chief engineer of the gunboat 
Annapolis, 

G. W.: Danforth of the _ distinguished 
Southeast Missouri family of Danforths 
was appointed to the Naval Academy in 
1885, and has already attained the rank of 
Passed Assistant Engineer. 

Assistant Engineer John R. Morris, ap- 
pointed in 1889, was on the Maine when she 
was blown up in Havana harbor, but es- 
caped with his life. 


James P, Morton, who became a cadet in 
1891, now ranks as Assistant Engineer. 

A still more rapid rise was made by Gate- 
wood §. Lincoln, who entered the Naval 
Academy in 1892. He was made an aasistant 
engineer only a few weeks ago. 

Naval Cadet John ‘A. Schofield, appointed 
in 1894, was graduated from Annapolis in 
Apr‘l, 1898. 


Such men as these hag the State of Mis- 
eouri furnished to the United States Navy 
for the protection of our interests, for the 
enforcement and preservation of peace, 

Of them Capt. Bieg is chief. He was.the 
first to represent this State in the Engi- 
neering Department, His compatriots in 
the service—Salisbury, Danforth, (Morris, 
Morton, Lincoln and S§Schofleli—all have 
done well, and their manly service reflects 
honor upon the name of St. Louis and 
Missouri, 


The Katahdin belongs to the Northern 


“Patrol squadron, designed for the defense of 


the New England coast in case of war. She 
is a most fermidable vessel, and it is ex- 
pected that she will be able te accompli:h 
feats which were not dreamed of by naval 
constructors in the days of the old rams 
Tennessee, Virginia and Merrimac. 

Her peculiar construction makes her even 
more terrible than so many tons of solid 
steel. Her mighty weight, hurled against 
the side of an tronclad by the force of 
powerful engines, will be irresistible. 

She will be able to sink a warship as 
effectually as a well directed shot from a 
coast defense gun or a battleship or the 
stealthy torpedo.

She was launched Feb. 4, 1893. 

The speed demanded by the Navy Depart- 
ment was 17 Knots an hour, or 13.55 geo- 
graphical miles.

The Katahdin was based on the designs 
of Rear Admiral Daniel Ammen, U. 8, N. 


The vessel is constructed entirely of mild 


steel and is designed upon the longitudinal 
and bracket system, with an inner bottom 
extending from the collision bulkhead to 
the stern. 

The duty of a ram in battle is both to 
destroy and protect. 

In the arrangement of a squadron or fleet 
she would be classed with torpedo boats and 
torpedo boat destroyers. 

She would not rush into battle along with 
the big ships, or even with the cruisers, but 
would take an advantageous position out- 
side of the line, where she could watch the 
operations and be prepared to move at a 
moment's notice. 

Should a foreign warship bear down in

She is so constructed that nothing less 
than the concentrated effective fire of three 
or four first-class battleshfps could sink

oo is divided into 102 water-tight com- 
pariments. Were her hull eracked so as 
to let the water into one or two of them, 
it would make no great difference, but it 


would be possible for an enemy’s fleet, by. 


concerted action, to destroy enough of her 
hull to send her to the bottom, 

All of the Katahdin's armor is of nickel 
steel. The outside strake or layer of the 
deck armor its six inches thick. The next 
strake inboard tapers in thickness in 
breadth from 5% inches to 2% inches. The 
remainder of the deck plating is 2% inches 


in thickness, including the lower course of 
plating. 

The side armor is two strakes in depth, 
the upper being six inches and the lower 
three inches thick, secured by bolts with 
counter-sunk heads driven from the out- 
side through wood backing of yellow pine, 
and two backing pla'ttes, each 20 pounds per 
équare foot, and set "v with nuts on rub- 
ber washers. 

All hatches thseush the armored deck 
have battle plates. Smoke pipe and ven- 
tilators have inclined armor six inches 
thick, 

The longitudinals and girders supporting 
the deck are continuous, converging to tho 
stem casting and to the stern, the frames 
and beams being intercostal. 

The depth of longitudinals and vertical 
keel throughout their length is 24 inches and 
of the girders supporting the armored deck 
15 inches. 

The conning tower ts 18 inches thick. 

She is fitted with four 6-pounder rapid 
firing guns, two forward and two aft, in 
the coaming around the hatches, for usé@ 
against torpedo boat attacks. 

The vessel js provided with a removal 
wrought steel ramhead, accurately fitted 
and securely held in position in the cast 
steel s'em.

- deck are the conning towers, smoke pipes 


and ventilators, hatch coamings, and skid 
beams upon which the boats are supported 
and a light mast for signaling purposes. 

Her displacement is 2155 tons, The ex- 
treme length is 251 feet; beam, 43 feet 5 
inches.

They are of the horizontal, direct acting, 
triple expansion type, each with three cyl- 
inders. They were designed for a collective 
indicated horse-power propelling air pump 
and circulating engines of 4800, with about 
150 revolutions a minute. 

The high pressure cylinder of. the after 
or starboard engine is forward, and is ss 
on the forward or port engine. 

The main valves are of cast fron of tne 
piston type and work by Marshall valve 
gear, there being one valve for each high 
and intermediate cylinder and two for each 
low pressure cylinder.

BLOCKADE such as that by which 
Cuba is cut off from the outside 
world is one of the most ordinary 


-means resorted to by a belligerent to injure 


and weaken an enemy. It consists in the 
investment of the ports of the enemy, or of 
his whole coast, by a naval force etrong 


enough to prevent all ingress or egress. 


Blockades, however, ere not arbitrary acts 


ef power, but are established and main- 
tained by a regular and ‘well-defined pro- 
ceeding resting upon the principles of inter- 


mational law. 
these 
whose subject suffers from a departure from 


‘A belligerent must observe 


rules, and Aa neutral nation 


or violation of them will take up the cause 


and obtain 


redress either by diplomatic 
action or in the last resort by war—though 
this last has never been found necessary. 


The essentials of a blockade as laid down 


by the authorities on the law are: 


L It must be duly instituted. 
8. It must be notified to neutrals. 
8. It must be effective. 


The first rule merely signifies that there 
ust be an actual force before the port of 
he enemy charged with the duty of pre- 
wenting all communication with the outside 
wrorid, <A neutral has the right to disre- 
ward a “paper blockade” like those pretend- 


ed to be instituted by Napoleon in his M lan 
and Berlin decrees, and by the British Gov- 
ernment in retaliation upon the French em- 
peror’s absurd fulminations. These “paper 
blockades”’ were never really instituted. The 
British declared the whcle coast of conti!- 
nental Europe under blockade, and ° Na- 
poleon pretended that he could shut up the 
British Isles by his mere fiat. Neither had 
@ naval force at the ports of the other. 
There was in fact no blockade, but both 
governments used their prochimat ons of the 
lie as a pretext and ground of legal right to 
capture and confiscate neutral merchant 
ships wherever they might be found, no 
matter how far from the French or En- 
glish ports to which they y -re bound. The 
United States béing about the only neutral 
nation in the world at thai time, all the 
other nations being engaged on one side or 
the other in the great Napoleonic conflict, 
were the principal sufferers. They com- 
plained bitterly to both.the French Emperor 
and the British Government, but their re- 
mongstrances were at the time unheeded. 
Since that time, however, the principles so 
ardently contended for by ‘American public 
men have been un!versally recognized and 
are now well settled principles of inter- 
national usage. No power would dare fly 
in the face of civilized opinion»by procla!m-

ing and acting upon a blockatle which is nut 
instituted by an actual naval force. 

The second of these essential ryles {fs dic- 
tated by common gehen, qa wen : as natural 
justice. 

Notification of bl ockade fhust be mide di- 
rectly to the governments of neutral pow-_ 
ers, as in the case of the Cuban blockade 
instituted in the present war with Spain. 
The prize courts will presume that the mas- 
ter of a neutral mérchant ship has knowl- 
edge of the blockade if his government has 
been notified and he w!ll not be permitted to 
plead ignorance of the fact, nor will his own 
government Interfere to save his ship and 
cargo should he be captured in an unlawful 
attempt to land at the enemy’s port. If 
the blockade exists and notice has been 
given he is supposed to know it. But ff, 
through negligence of the authorities of his 
own government or any other cause he is 
really tignorant of the fact, he may, of 
8 wh have recourse to his own goverpD- 
ment and ask them for compensation. If he 
is already on hig way before notice is given, 
and appears off the blockaded port, he has 
the right to plead ignorance, and when 
warned off must leave at once. If he does 
not go he is liable to capture. 

Neutral ships must not place themselves 
in the vicinity of a blockaded port, They 


must keep their distance or be Hable to cap- 
ture, and once before the prize courts they 
will find it hard to prove that they were 
innocent, for it is almost a presumption of 
the law that the neutral, if found on the in- 
terdicted waters, goes there with the in- 
tention to break the blockade; and it would 
require very clear and satisfactory evidence 
to repel the prezumption of criminal intent. 

Lastly, though neutral governments must 
be notified, knowledge of a recently estab- 
lished blockade may be inferred from facts. 
The burden of proving ignorance is always 
upon the neutral shipenaster. 


The third rule of blockade, that it must 
be effective, has been the subject of muca 
diplomatic wrangling, for upon it hinges 
the recognition of the blockade by the 
neutral governments. It was the especial 
work of the United States to obtain the es- 
tablishment of the rule by persuasion and 
threats, but since the Declaration of Paris 
in 1856 it has been held a well settled prin- 
ciple of the law. The rule requires that 
there shall be actually a sufficient number 
of vessels at or near enough the port to 
make entry clearly dangerous. One or two 
scouting vessels ranging up and down the 
coast is not enough. The blockade must be 
a patent obtrusive fact, Which a neutral 
cannot fail to see and understand, The 


jargest blockade the world ever saw was 
that instituted by President Lincoln during 
our civil war, when the whole coast from 
the Chesapeake to the Rio Grande was 
successfully shut up, and all foreign powers 
recognized it as effeetive and binding. One 
pf the most glaring violations of this rule 
was by Spain in her war against the Ven- 
ezuelans, when the latter Were in revolt 
against the mother country; The Spanish 
commanders proclaimed a blockade of the 
whole coast, more than 1200 miles, and to 
maintain it employed one frigate, a brig 
and a schooner. American ship captains 
rightly ignored the absurd blockade, and 
Mr. Adams, then Secretary of State, de- 
nounced it in unmeasured terms in dis- 
patches to the Spanish Government. Nev- 
ertheless, American commerce suffered 
enormous losses, for which no compensation 
Was ever obtained. 


But the effectiveness of a blockade is not 
impaired by the occasional absence of the 
blockading squadron, produced by acci- 
dent, as in the case of a storm. A neutral] 
knowing the cause must not take advant- 
age of such a suspension, and is liable to 
capture if he tries to enter the block- 
aded port. But when a part of the blockad- 
ing squadron is withdrawn for operation 
elsewhere, so as to leave the blockade in- 
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effective, It immediately becomes ineffect- 
ive and cannot be renewed except by Tre- 
institution and notice de novo. Mr. Sew- 
ard, Secretary of State, well expressed this 
principle in a note to Lord Lyons, the 
British Minister. in 1861: ‘*Temporary 
fortuitous absence of a blockading force,” 
said he, “by which occasional blockade run- 
ners slip in, does.not of itself break up the 
blockade.” 


A fourth rule may be added to the three 
explained above. It is that “obstructions 
may be temporarily placed in channels of 
access."’; This may be exemplified in the 
blockade of Santiago de Cuba to prevent 
supplies for Cervera being shipped into 
that port, This means of blockade’ was re- 
sorted to by the Dutch in their war with 
Spain in the time of Philip II., by England 
when attacked by the Dutch in the time of 
Charles II. by the United States during the 
Revolutionary war and in the war of 1812: 
by Russia during the siege of Sebastopol 
and by Germany during the war of 1870. Dur- 
ing our civil war the United States Govern- 
ment sunk some ships laden with stone in 
a channel of Charleston harbor. Lord John 
Russe!, the English foreign Secretary, re- 
monstrated and no more guch obstructions 
were sunk. But the right to sink them was 
not yielded, and would probably be recog- 


nized by all governments at the present 
time. 

A fioutral vessel in harbor at the time e 
blockade is instituted may take away «@ 
cargo bona fide purchased and delivered be- 
fore the commencement of the dDlockade; [ft 
she afterwards takes on a cargo it is fraudu- 
lent and a violation of the blockade. 

It is generally held that sailing for @ 
blockaded port, knowing it to be blockaded, 
is in itself an attempt to break it, an act 
sufficient to charge the party with a breaeh 
of the blockade, so that the vessel may be 
captured anywhere between the port of de- 
parture and the port of destination. They 
may be relaxed, however, in case of long 
voyages, The vessel is allowed to sail on a 
contingent destination for a blockaded port, 
but must make inquiry at suitable places 
concerning the status of the blockade be- 
fore going near the port. 

The consequences of a breach of blockade 
is the confiscation of the ship. The cargo ls 
prima facie implicated in the guilt of the 
shipowner, but if it can be shown thatthe 
owner of the cargo could not have known 
of the blockade it is restored to him. 

The condemnation of captured vessel must 
be pronounced by a prize court of the gove 
ernment of the captor. The United States 
Federal Courts sit as prize courts,

Another old army deMNoacy that seems to 
have been forgotten ‘a the deasicated veget- 
able cake, from which “calleo" soup was 
made. The @ghters in the Civil 'War stood 
bravely by thie. and expreas surprise that 
#0 Wholesome an article of food has been 
left out of the soldbep’s bill of fare. 

The goldier of the present need have 
no fear of the “parched corn’ diet, " the 


memory of which {s so painful to the 
Civil War veteran. Many a brave fighter, 
while marching through devastated por- 
tlons of the South, subsisted for days at 
a time on mmihing but parched corn. It 
was almost unendurable, but raliroad 
tracks were torn to pleces and it wag im- 
possible for the Government to aid thee 
speedily, . 

This betng a foreign war, no such dif- 
ficulties will be encountered. Even if 
great numbers of troops are sent to Cuba 
and the Philippine Islands, it should be 
an easy matter to supply them with .an 
abundance ef food by means of ocean 
transports properly guarded. 

In the matter of meats the army of to- 
day is particularly fortunate. The meat 
canning industry, which has reached such 
proportions and stch perfection, makes it 
possible to store and transport a wonder- 
ful amoynt of provigions in a comparative- 
ly small space. 

Besides this, the meat is well preserved, 
always fresh and palatable and easy to 
serve. The Government has already or- 
dered from the great packing houses of 
the country 56,000,000 pounds of meat for 
the army, including bacon—1,000,000 pounds 
~—barrel beef, canned roast beef. sausage, 
cooked corned beef, potted ham and roast 
mutton. 

These are staples of which the soldier 
of ‘61 never dreamed.

His father, perceiving the boy’s armor, at- 
tempted to check it by threatening to have 
him sent to the House of Refuge, but Alex- 
ander’s mother wae on his side and helped 
him to secure a lHcenee. 

“And so they were married.” 

But they did not “live happily ever af- 
terward.”” Inside of two years the girl died 
of consumption and the youthful husband 
was left with a baby girl on his hands. 

Then his troubles came thick and fast 
Mr. Belleville recounted them yesterday 
with many tears.

Mr. Beehler has placed several specimens 
of these fossilized remains on exhibition at 
the office of W. B. Swann, fh the Roe build- 
ing, St. Lou's, where they may be seen by 
ealiers.

These bones are held to prove that pre- 
historic man existed contemporaneously

The discoverics made are expected to rev- 
olutionige the theories held by paleontolo- 
gists relative to the'r co-existence. 

Men of science have always contended 
that the mastodonic age antedated the ap- 
pearance of human beings. 

They will now have to recast their theo- 
gies or discount the conclusions, based on 
the finding of the bones of both together, 
that a primitive order of people existed 
contemporaneously. 

The quarry of antiquities {s a limestone 
bluff, about 50 feet above the level of the 
Mississippi River, a mile and a half west of 
Kimmswick.

Last fall he got his affairs in such shape 
that he could spend an indefinite period at 
the important work. : 

He went to Kimmswick and leased the

The water from the strata of coarse sand

Mr. Jewett has demonstrated by expert- 
ments that not only will the natural mse 
in the pipes be overcome, but that the un- 
derground river will carry off all of the 
water which can be delivered to it. He has 
experimented by having a large volume of 
water pumped into artesian wells. In each 
instance, he says, the wells carried away 
all the water which could be pumped into 
them. 

Mr. Jewett ears the pipes could be sunk 
at half the cost incurred in building 
levees, If the idea is taken up he offers 
to devote a year to the work free of 
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With ‘his drills he has bored deeper into the 
bowels of the earth than did Jules Verne 
with his weird imagination. He has demon- 
strated his own satisfaction realities 
more strange than the fancies of the ro- 
mancist. 

In the State of M'esissipp!, where he has 
made his observations, there are three Mis- 
sissippi rivers flowing through the Missis- 
sippi Valley instead of one. First ts the 
surface river. Less than a hundred feet 
below that is the first subterranean river, 
twice as largé as the surface river, and 
less than a hundred feet below that ie a 
third river of unknown size. 

Both of the subterranean streams prob- 
ably flow under St. Louls, although at

Mr Jewett believes the underground 
stream nearest the surface carries twice 
as great a volume of water to the Guif as 
reaches it through the visible means of 
outlet. 

Mr. Jewett lives in Chicago. For 18 
months he has been itn the Miselasipp! 
Delta, borjng wells for planters in that 
section,

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He knows there are strata of gravel and 
gand sufficiently porous to carry the 
streams. He has been able to obtain a very 
strong, constant flow of water from two 
distinct depths. He claims the flow in the 
upper stream is so strong that the rushing 
waters can be distinctly heard swirling 
around the pipes sunk through them to the 
lower stream. 

In all but one of the 17 wells sunk within 
a year and a half the stratification has 
been found to be substantially the same. 
The surface soll ranges from & to D feet in 
depth. Underneath this is found a layer 
of fine sand from 15 to 70 feet in thickness.

FOOD FOR CHILDREN IN SUMMER. 
R. CHARLES L. MOELLER of East 8t. 
|) Louis: ‘People cannot be cautioned too 
early nor too often about the use of proper 
food and the proper use of food for children, es- 
pecially at this season of the year. 

“The death rate among children is greatest 
among those under 1 year of age. That is due 
almost entirely to the carelessness of parents in 
overfeeding or the use of tmproper foods. The 
infant's stomach {s not capable of taking care 
as the adult’s digestive organs. 
It is undeveloped. The secretions are not there 
to digest the food properly. Fermentation goes 
on, causing foul gases to develop. Then diarrhea, 
dysentery—more commonly called ‘summer com- 
plaint'—sets in, and the first thing the parent 
knows the little one is prepared for burial. 

“This could be easily avoided in a largo ma- 
jority of cases by a knowledge of the fact that 
infants, until they are 1 or 2 years of age, should 
have a simple diet, consisting principally of milk— 
always, if possible, mother’s milk. Where this is 
impossible, milk from a healthy cow should be 
used. Too much care cannot be exercised in 
preventing it from souring. 

“When the child is healthy and possessed of 4 
good appetite, a simple and easily digested food 
consisting of a mixture of either cow's milk or 
cream and arrowroot or Iceland moss !s strongly 
recommendef, -Or a preparation of toasted light 
bread and milk can be used. Milk should be used 
in ehildren’s foods absolutely in some form iintil 
they are 6 or 6 years of age. 

“A serious mistake In developing the health of 
children lies in the tendency of so many parents 
to allow a reckless use of ice water or other cold 
drinks. This tends to weaken the child's diges- 
tive organs. 

“Another centributory cause of ‘summer com- 
plaint’ is the carelessness of parents in allow- 
ing their children to scamper about In the hot 
sun's rays bareheaded. Many cases of inflain- 
mation of the brain or cerebro-spinal meningitis 
are solely attributable to such causes. 

“Another element of good health for the chil- 
dren during the hot summer months is regular

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Dr. Loftus, Citing the Case of a Kansas Physician Who Starved to Death, 
Aims a Blow at Medical College Authorities. 


N incident occurred in Fort Scott, Kan., last 
week, which, while being exceptionally sad, 
is instructive in many ways, and particu- 

larly illustrates the logical result of the present 
management of the medical profession. 

An honorable physician of an Eastern State, 
who would not stoop to take up the methods now 
resorted to for obtaining and extending medical 


practice, found it necessary to go elsewhere in 
the hope of obtaining more favorable conditions. 
Naturally enough, he went West. 

The newspaper paragraph states that he was 
for a long time without food, was too proud to 
beg and, béing unable to subsist upon foul rem- 
nants of food found in alleys, died of starvation, 
As he did not take any of those short cuts into 
eternity with which physiclans are acquainted, 
some of which are painiess, the avoidance of 
suicide proclaims him to have been a Christian. 
Strange as it may appear, it is quite possible that 
his uprightness militated against his attempt to 
re-establish himeelf in practice. 

The medical colleges are responsible for 
physician's death. 
American Medical Association and that body, be- 
ing the custodian of the rules of the profession, 
has kept in force a code of laws which, in the 
changed conditions of the country, have become 
most tyrannously oppressive. 

The so-called leading men of the profession, in 
consideration of their connection with institu- 
tiona, colleges, etc., claim en immunity from 
these laws and observe them only when it does

absorbing everything in sight calculated to fur- 
ther enrich themselves. 

Another member. of the profession must not 
turn his hand to help himself. ‘‘By dispensation’”’ 
he is allowed to hang out a sign. If this sign— 
this unheard-of doctor’s name—fails to cause a 
sufficient portion of the public patronage to come 
to this doctor to furnish him with bread and 
meat, he must starve, precisely as the Fort 
Scott doctor starved. But, if, on the other hand, 
the doctor adopts any of the means approved of 
and followed in reputable commercial circles, he 
is damned here and hereafter by the medical col- 
leges and their coteries of. adherents. 

It may be said: “Let the profession prevail 
upon the various Legislatures to have medical 
college charters revoked. Let it be shown that 
these colleges are pauperizing the profession by 
flooding the country with new graduates each 
year, and at the same time hinder old and new 
from acquiring professional: work.” 

Legislatures would, no doubt, do this ff the 
properly presented to them. But 
outraged portion of the profession is 
great, Kh lacks that cohesive. 
ness and adaptability to legisiative work which 
money alone can give. The profession, while 
having right on its side, would fall, the college 
party having all the money. The public, in pity 
or disgust, may come to the rescue, in the sweet 
by and by, but so far as the profession is con- 
cerned, things will continue to go from bad to 
worse. ;

He 
set men to work with spades to get their 
sustenance from the soll. He detested 
machinery. He put men at work that 
has wasted their time. 

Every hour spent in doing work by 
hand that can better be done by a ma- 
chine is an hour wasted. 

If I can produce 150 bushels In a single 
day by using a machine and only 10 
bushels in the same time by hand labor, 


necessaries of life—food and _ clothing, 
that the artist and Ruskinite can have 
no quarrel with machinery. It iggpot ad- 
vocated for producing art work or the 
beautiful objects of life. But the more 
time it saves us in the production of 
necessaries, the more time we shall have

This machine, worked by three men, 
can plow, or sow, or reap, 100 acres of 
land per day. 

The three men, to produce a wheat 
crop,®will have to run their machine four 
times over the land—to plow, harrow, sow 
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5.62 bushels of wheat pro-

NAVAL SECRETARY LONG. 


St. Louisans Generaffy Befieve It Is a 
Battle Cry and Should Be En- 
couraged Among Our Fighters, 


REASONS FOR THEIR BELIEF 


EN signal flags of blue, red and yel- 
ac low floated over the Olympia when 
Dewey's flagship led his squadron 
into hattle at Manila. The same flags flut- 
tered from the signal halyafd on the Iowa 
when Sampson's flagship moved up the 
Porto Rican bay to attack the fortifications 
of San Juan, 

The flags, speaking the secret language 
of the sea, are greeted with cheers wher- 
ever they are shown to the men of our 
Navy. They mean ‘‘Remember the Maine.” 
Cervera will see them fiying if he ventures 
out of jug-shaped Santiago harbor; Blanco 
will hear them greeted with wild yells when 
the fleet of vengeance assails the fortifica- 
tions of Havana. F 

The navy remembers the Maine, the army 
remembers the Maine and the country, be-.- 
tween tears and cheers, remembers, too. 

The. phrase is the slogan, the battle cry in 
our war with Spain. It is stamped on soal- 
diers’ food; it will be heard on all flelds. 

It has excited antagonism and is de- 
nounced by the advocates of peace; by 
those who weuld make of war occasion for 
the exchange of refined courtesies, by thase 
whé look upon demonstrations of force as 
our only duty, by those who hope that di-

As the ‘gsfensible and only justifiable 
motive for entering upon the war with Spain 
was the deliverance of a nelghboring people 
and ourselves from relationg to them that 
had become intolerable, we wish to ex- 
press our abhorrence of the spirit of 
vengeance manifested in guch a war cry 
as ‘‘Remember the Matine,’’ and beg you to 
refuse .to purchase goods of any kind bear- 
ing this motto, and in all ways to discour- 
age and discontenance the use of this 
motto or any other ealeufated to foster the 
spirit of savagery against which we are 
contending.

Louls—“‘In every war there must be a bat- 
tle cry, and ‘Remember the Maine’ is an 
excellent one, as it represents the imme- 
diate cause of the trouble. The broader 
cause of course is not embraced in this cry— 
and for the massee it is not necessary 
that it should be, When a commander of 
the American army talks to his men be-

AN EXPLANATION OF THE 
NAUTICAL TERM “KNOT,” 


It ls Used by Marines and Equafs 1.15 
Geographical or Land 
Miles. 


PP more te there. is no nautical term 


more frequently used during (the 

present naval war than 
“knot.” The word ts synonymous with 
the nautieal mile. or 6080.27 feet, while, as 
every one Knows, the geographical mile 1s 
5280 feet. This would make the knot equal 
to 1.15 of geographica] miles, and, there- 
fore, in order to compare the speed of a 
boat expressed in knots with a rallrcad 
train it is necessary to multiply the speed 
in Knots by 1.15. Another point to remem- 
ber is that speed means a distance traveled 
in unit time, so that when one speaks of a 
boat having a speed of ® knots, it is not 
necessary or proper to add per hour, as ths 
word itself when employed as a unit of 
speed signifies nautical miles per hour. A 
cruiser that makes 21 knots travels 
geographical miles per hour. The fastest 


speed yet obtained by any boat ts said to | 


have been attained by the yacht Ellide, 
which is known to have a record of one 
geographical mile in 1 minute 36% sec- 
onds, or 88.2 miles an hour.

FROM COAL HEAVING TO 
2 RICHES. 


(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 19.) 
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came on, I was let out of Donk’s coal yards. 
Il. went all over St. Louis seeking. work, 
but got only enough to buy bare food. I 
heard that my brother Henry was doing 
well as a painter out at Fulton, Mo. I got 
there by raising some money by selling a 
suit of clothes to a second-hand clothing 
merchant. Times were even worse in Ful- 
ton. You may smile, but I worked as a 
sort of a chamberma!d in a lodging house 
kept by @ man named Overton for months, 
and all I got was board and lodging. 

“It is a long, uninterestinig story of skir- 
mishing for work at scanty wages, living 
in the cheap‘st lodging houses and rustling 
for food in Fulton, Mo.; Atchison, Kan.; 
Omaha and Denver in the next three years. 
I did everything poss:ble to earn an honest 
dollar, and I don't believe I kt escape one 
chance. I was always a great reader, and 
I got lots of information from books and 
newspapers in that time anyhow. That 
has been my best hold in success. 

“My good fortune began in Denver. It 
began as wonderfully as it has continued 
up to this time, and I have sometimes late- 
ly had to almost pinch myself to be sure 
Iam not dreaming now about the horrible 
poverty I was enduring only a feWayears 
ago. One night when I was a waiter in a 
beer hall in Denver, a young man named 
Robert Bridger (a drummer fora San Fran- 
cisco Wine house) strolled in for a chat. He 
got to telling me what fools poor men were 
to keep pegaing along and not chance it in 
the new gold diggings on the Yukon River 
in Alaska. I was all ears at.once. It was 
the first time I had ever had any light 
on how a poor cuss as I was could get 
ahead. I had read about the Yukon mines, 
but never thought of myself going there. 
Before I went to bed that night I read 
along newspaper article about Alaska and 
the rush to the Yukon. I dreamed about

Denver to go to the new gold fields, and 


the railroads gave me emigrant transporta- 
tion to San Francisco, to pay for steering 
them over certain railroads. I arrived 
in San Francisco March 16, 1895, with 
7 cents in my pocket. I earned my first 
dollar in California by carrying coal in 
from a wagon upstairs for a lawyer in the 
Phelan block on Mrket street, San Fran- 
cisco. 

“I did everything to make a dollar in 
Frisco. When May came I got a job as 
deck hand and general utility man on the 
steamer Excelsior, and it was agreed that 
I was to work my passage to St. Michaels, 
I had about $15 in my pocket when we 
sailed out of San Francisco harbor for 
Alaska. I had no idea what I was doing 
and what a tremendous risk I was taking, 
There were over 750 men aboard the Ex- 
celsior, all bound for the Yukon diggings. 
Some of them are now very rich Klon- 
dikers, and more have never made a dol- 
lar over and above expenses in the Klon- 
dike, 


“Among the passengers on the Excelsior 
was an Englishman, who took very ill 
after the boat had passed Sitka. I nursed 
him and sat with him. Before he died 
with fever he gave me all his Yukon out- 
fit on board the Excelsior. So there I was 
with an outfit of food, clothes, gun, boots, 
etc., that had cost over $300. 

“It would take columns to tell our expe- 
riences on the Yukon, It was a frightful 
year up there at Circle City and at Forty 
Mile, Even the successes of Klondike have 
not driven from our memories the blues, 
the hunger, the cold and the desolation we 
felt when cold winter came upon our camp 
of miners in October, 1895. None of us at 
Circle City, at least, found enough gold to 
buy food. Any day, from the time the 
fearful Arctic winter up there closed in 
upon our tents and cabins on the banks of 
the Yukon, I would have been delighted to 
change places with the most unfortunate 
man in St. Louis. It was no use cursing 
the luck that brought us to seek goid 
there, There was no way to get away from 
the region until the next summer. 

“When July, 1896, came, and navigation 
on the Yukon reopened for a few weeks, 
over 200 men in Circle City, who had means, 
went away on the Weare for St. Michaels, 
there to sail for home. What would all of 
us, who were the hardest up, most discon- 
solate and half-frozen men you ever saw, 
have given to have then gone away from 
that region? 

‘In August we heard that some men on a 
Klondike creek had panned out over 56 
pounds of gold tn 10 days. A Tagish In- 
dian came along and showed our camp a 
two-ounce nugget he had got for working 
two glays for a man near Dawson. Well, 
the whole camp went dead crazy at once. 
We all started down the Yukon to Dawson 
City in an old scow, with all our tents and 
camp outfits on board. 

‘To make this brief, I will say that in 
days time we all had located our 
I chose one on Gold Rottom Creek.

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gold-bearing gravel. All the hard work I 
used to do in Belleville and St. Louis stood 
me in good stead then. I had just $2.50 
when I got to Dawson, besides my old 
tent, some codfish, pork and 10 pounds of 
musty flour and a miner’s pan, shovel and 
pickaxe. Luckily it was not cold then— 
about 35 degrees above zero. In a week I 
had dug down to bed rock on my claim, 
and I had over $200 in gold. I traded the 
gold for logs, grub and a blanket. By the 
middle of October I was getting out a 
pound of gold every day and sometimes 
two pounds a day. The mercury went 10 
below zero by the first of November, the 
Yukon was frozen solid a foot thick and I 
had built my log cabin and paid for it all 
out of my gold. My cabin cost about $800 
in gold. It would cost about $30 in Mis- 
sourl. 

“But a man who ts getting 4% and $6 In 
gold from a pan of gravel, and he has 
over 1800| square feet of such gravel to 
work over, isn’t going to make a fuss 
about a $1000 or so for a thhouse. When 
Christmas came I had stored away ina 
tomato can and a powder keg over 30 
pounds of gold dust and nuggets, and all 
my bills had been paid. All winter long 
I worked with a Tagish Innulit (a native 
of the region) in digging out the frozen 
gravel on my claim. I paid the savage an 
ounce of gold for 10 hours’ work. That is 
equal to $17. He didn’t begin to labor as 
I did five years ago for $1.% a day. I 
heaped the frozen gravel about my cabin 
until I had a hill higher than the cabin. 
From December to May I added to the hill 
of gravel every day. We never knew when 
Sunday came, and we had no idea a good 
share of the long, dark and frightfully 
cold winter what month we were in. I 
knew I had stumbled on the richest thing 
on earth, and I meant to get every dollar 
possible out of it. Let any man, who has 
beeh as poor a day laborer as I had been, 
get where he can get out a pound of gold 
—worth over $200—every day in the week, 
and he will be as near crazy as 1 was for 
montns, 

“The sluicing or washing up of our gold- 
bearing gravel began last May, when the 
thaw set in. We finished sluicing last July. 
I cleaned up 188 pounds of gold dust, and 
had planned to bring it down to San Fran- 
cisco and sell it at the mint myself. When 
I came to study the Canadian mining laws, 
I was afraid to leave my claim for fear it 
might be jumped by some of the hundreds 
of men whom we original Klondikers knew 
would be stampeding into the new diggings 
just as soon as the news of our success got 
out. I wouldn't risk leaving my property 
in anyone's hands, much as I did want to 
live like civilized people again. Finally I 
concluded to ship my gold »y the North- 
western ‘Transportation Co., which gave me 
a bond for safe transmission to the United 
States mint. The company sold the gold for 


nre, and then was deposited in my name at 
the Crocker-Woolworth Bank In San Fran- 
ciseo the sum of $49,128. 

“I hired two men to work for me on my 
claim from last July to the middle of Sep- 
tember, and we dug out gravel one week 
and sluiced the next. We could do that in 
warm weather, you know. Altogether we 
got out 92 pounds more. That I stored 
in a oal ofl can under the bank in 
my log cabin. When freezing weather set 
in, we began getting out frozen gravel, 
whfth we have heaped up about the cabin. 
I] sold a third interest in my claim to an 
honest. tried. true young man, Allen 
Brooks. from Rochester, N. Y., one bitter 
cold day last January for $,000—one-half 
cash down. The annual clean-up or sluic- 
ing on the claim is probably now in prog- 
ress, and the terms of the registered con- 
tract between my partner and me are that 
I shall have $40,000. from this season's 
clean-up and he shall have the rest. I am 
sure the whele clean-up will amount to 
about $65,000. 

“Certain.y I have plans for my enjoy- 
ment of the great fortune that has come to 
me. I have lain many a sleepless night and 
planned and planned I believe that in 
about two years from now my claim on 
Gold Bottom will be worked out and I shall 
be compelled to get out of that awfu! Kion- 
dike climate or die there. I propose to 
save every dollar I make from now till 
then.

Horseback riding can never become popular with the masses, as it entails too 
much expense. The buying of the horse is the least item. Everybody knows 
that a horse will soon “eat off its own head,” while the cost of attendance brings 


the expenditure to a constantly increasing figure which is beyond the 
means of those of moderate income. Then there ts the 


habit. It is not worth while to buy a cheap riding 
habit. It will not look well, neither will it Wear satis- 
factorily. A habit must be absolute perfection in the 
way of fit. It must be built according to the most 
approved style, it must be irreproachable in finish 
and it must have the tallor-made effect given only 
by the experienced habit maker. 

The cost of a riding habit depends greatly upon the 
material used, but it is seldom that one can be made 
for less than $80, and often the price is far in excess 
of this figure. 

The woman who rides much needs more than one 
habit. There must always be in the wardrobe the 


regulation riding costume of black, dark blue or dark 
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accident, a weed or so ago, when Mr. Hitchcock dis- 
located his hip and knee joint, Mrs. Hitchcock was 
the first to reach her husband’s side and render 
prompt service.
